7army—yesterday farmers and artisans—

The foregoing statement, which is cal- 


culated to arouse the incredulity of tho 
average individual, was ruado recently 
by George J Charlton, assistant general 
passenger and ticket agent of the Chi- 
cago and Alton railroad. 
..... : 


"Just let me give yon a fe\r facts to 


prove that assertion," continued Mr. 
Charlton. "The cost of the average 
passenger car today is from $6,000 to 
§7,000. A reclining chair car costs from 
$10,000 to $12,000. These figures repre- 
sent the bare cost of the'car. Wheu yon 
add to that from year to year the ex- 
penses of maintenance, instead of figur- 
ing, as the ordinary business mortal 
will figure, a return in interest for tho 
capital invested you simply aggravate 
the situation. 


"I ouce heard a prominent master car 


builder say that it cost §500 to simply 
look over a car after it had served live- 
or six months ou the road and had bue'n 
sent to tho carshops to be examined 
and put into presentable shape for an- 
other six months' run. He meant that 
tho ordinary 'dressing down' and clean- 
ing of a car would cost over §500, a<id 
if you extend your investigation to gen- 
eral shop repairs—perhaps adding a lit- 
tle upholstering here and there—you 
could easily get away with another 
§GOC."—Kansas City Journal. 


Tho Trees of Paris. 


Paris is probably the only city in tbe 


world which has trees that bloom twice 
a yenr habitually. 
These aro the hor^e 


chestnuts. 
There are 17,000 of them 


planted in the squares and aloug tbo 
boulevards, and 26,000 Luttonwoods. 
The trees in Paris are numbered, jest 
like the people, the cabu, the animals, 
the lampposts and the matches. 
Those 


horse chestnuts have only been doing 
this trick for about five years, and only 
some of them have made a practice of 
it. These die, or apparently die, in the 
latter part of July, and all the leaves 
fall off. A mouth or so afterward they 
all come out into flower again and little 
green leaves shoot forth continually nn- 
til they ar« nipped by the first frost. 
There is a reason for this, and tbo sci- 
entists worked over the matter for a 
long time to be able to explain it. 
Briefly and unscientifically the trees 
lose their leaves because they are at- 
tacked by a little fungus which is blown 
upon them by the wind; then, being 
still full of sap, they start to put forth 
leaves all over again.

TIGER AND BULL. 


A Fierce Battle, In Which the Tijer Wri3 


Umlly licateu. 


The Paris letter of the London Post 


gives details of an extraordinary enter- 
tainment given at the Plaza, de Madrid 
iu the presence of 1,800 spectators. This 
was a combat between a royal Bengal 
tiger and au Audalusiau fighting bull. 
The tiger, Cesar, was a full grown 
brute belonging to Spessardi, the traiu- 
er, who bad never been able to do any- 
thing with it aud bad, indeed, once 
nearly fallj?u a victim to its ferocity. 
He sold it for 6', 000 francs to the director 
of the plaza. 


A cage 17 yards square by 4 in height 


had been erected iu tbe middle of tbo 
arena, and tho animals were brought ou 
in vans, tbe bull being the first to be 
released into the inclosure. The-brute 
immediately began to ruu round aud 
round his prison, bellowing aud throw- 
Tug up sand aud gravel with bis hoofs. 


The instant the tiger entered the cage | 


he gave a roar aud bouuded ou the bull, ; 
avoiding the horns, and fixed on his 
Clanks and belly with bath teeth and 
claws. 
Tho bull remained 'still for a 


few seconds, aud then seemed to be sink- 
ing backward to the ground. The spec- 
tators thought that all was over, but 
the tiger let go for a second to take an- 
other bold, aud iu tbe brief interval 
was kicked over by the wild plunges of 
the bull. 
Before the tiger had time to 


recover the bull was on him, and, siuk- 
ing his horns into tbe striped hide, it 
tossed the tiger into tho air. 
This was 


repeated four or five times, the bull 
varying his tactics occasionally by bang- 


The cage was then opened :md the bull 
rushed out tmd back to his stable. 
For 


precaution's sake the tiger's vau was 
brought up, and, to tho general sur- 
prise, Cesar rose to bis feet, glanced 
round as if afraid tho bull was still 
there, arid theu buuuded into tho vau. 
Tbe tiger was found to have five ribs 
broken, besides having a numher of 
•wounds from tho bull's horns. It is said 
that all wild animals— bears, lions, 
panthers and tigi-rs—t'uro badly iu com- 
bat with tbe Spaii i.sh fighting bull. 
Man aud tbo elephant are the ouly sure 
victors over these active aud ferocious 
beasts.
